Stories  have  doubtless  reached  you  as  to  the  large 
number  of  refugees  coming  into  the  United  States.  These 
stories  have  greatly  exaggerated  the  extent  of  the  refugee 
problem.  Because  of  the  importance  of  learning  the  truth, 
we  went  to  the  Immigration  and  naturalization  Service  of 
the  United  States  Department  of  labor  for  the  actual  data. 

We  have  also  investigated  what  kind  of  people 
they  are  who  are  now  coming  to  our  shores  under  circumstanoes 
strongly  reminiscent  of  those  under  which  so  many  of  our  own 
ancestors  came.  Our  findings  are  brought  together  in  the 
enclosed  booklet,  "Refugee  Paots."  As  lovers  of  the  truth, 
this  pamphlet  is  our  answer  to  those  partisan  propagandists 
who  have  substituted  fiction  for  fact,  emotion  for  reason. 

In  sending  you  this  publication,  we  have  no  axe  to 
grind  -  no  theory  or  dogma  to  support.  We  are  merely  anxious 
that  the  American  people  be  given  the  faots,  in  the  full 
confidence  that  when  they  have  those  facts  they  can  be 
trusted  to  aot  wisely  and  humanely.  We  hope  we  can  count  on 
you  to  help  make  these  facts  better  known.

rne  campaign  was  especially  developed  during  the  last  weeks  of  the 
tieroio  fight  for  Bilbao,  Santander  and  the  Asturias.   Since  then  the 
whole  of  the  relief  work  has  been  concentrated  in  Madrid,  Valencia  and 
t  p°°  rrna*   In  additlon>  the  International  Solidarity  Fund  of  the 
i.lt.l.U.  and  L.S.I,  continues  to  bear  the  running  expenses  of  the 
international  hospital  in  Onteniente. 

A  new  intensive  campaign  has  now  been  initiated  in  nearly 
all  countries,  and  this  will  undoubtedly  he  still  further  favoured 
by  the  great  exploit  of  the  Republican  Amy  on  Teruel.

The  Battle  of  Teruel.

Barcelona,  January  14th, 1938 

With  the  surrender  cf  the  rebel  garrison  of  Teruel  the  battli 
for  this  town,  which  has  raged  for  more  than  three  weeks,  has,  for  the 
time  being,  come  to  a  rest.   The  planning,  carrying  through  and  out- 
come of  this,  the  biggest  pitched  battle  of  the  Spanish  civil  war.  -jus- 
tify a  retrospective  appraisal, 

Teruel  had  been  in  the  hands  of  the  rebels  since  the  begin- 
ning of  the  civil  war.   The  domination  of  this  town  was  of  great  im- 
portance to  Franco  for  it  lies  well  forward  in  Republican  territory 
and  threatens  the  coastal  road  which  links  Valencia  with  Barcelona. 
With  Teruel  as  a  base  it  seemed  possible  to  undertake  a  successful 
attack  against  the  Levant  coast  and  by  this  means  to  cut  Republican 
Spain  in  two.

(An  extract  taken  from  an  article  written  by  it'.  UlXbn  in  1934.) 

The  working-class  movement  in  this  country  was  influenced 
enormously  in  its  development  by  the  ideas,  methods  of  struggle 
and'  organisation  of  the  British  workers,  for  as  Lenin  correctly 
stated,  Australia  was  an  "undeveloped,  young  country  populated 
by  liberal  English  workers."  In  view  of  this  it  is  necessary  to 
briefly  examine  the  peculiarities  of  British  capitalism  which  led 
to  the  penetration  of  bourgeois  ideas  into  the  working  class  and 
also  to  note  the  different  situation  in  Australia. 

The  causes  and  the  effects  of  the  domination  of  opportunism  in 
the  British  labor  movement  are  summarised  by  Lenin  as  follows : 
-    "The  causes  are  (1)  Exploitation  of  the  whole  world  by 
this  country;  (2)  its  monopolistic  position  in  the  world  mar- 
ket;   (3)    its    colonial  monopoly.     The  effects  are:    (1)    The 
transformation  of  a  section  of  the    British   workers  into   the 
middle  class;  (2)  the  opportunity  of  leading  it  which  part  of 
the  working  class  accord  to  a  section  corrupted  by  the  capi- 
talist class,  or  at  least  paid  by  it."  ("Imperialism,"  p.  89-90.) 
This  was  the  exceptional  position    England  occupied  in    the 
second  half  of  the  last  century.     The  very  development  of    Im- 
perialism, however,  as  a  world  system  was  already  leading  to  the 
undermining  of  Britain's  favorable  monopolistic  position    towards 
the  end  of  last  century.    As  a  result  there  was  taking  place  a  pro- 
gressive narrowing  of  the  basis  of  the  labor  aristocracy,  and  this 
was   accompanied  by   a   growing  irreconcilability   of  opportunism 
with  the  general  and  vital  interest  of  the  working  class. 

Lenin  closely  observed  and  analysed  these  facts,  and  arrived 
at  the  important  conclusion  that : 

"Opportunism  can,  therefore,  no  longer  triumph  in  the 
working-class  of  any  country  for  long  decades,  as  was  the 
case  in  England  in  the  second  half  of  the  nineteenth  cen- 
tury."    ("Imperialism,"  p.  90.) 

It  was  from  this  heavily-laden  atmosphere  of  English  Liberal- 
ism which  sapped  the  virile  fighting  strength  of  the  workers,  leav- 
ing them  weak  and  disorganised,  influenced  by  and  subservient  to 
bourgeois  politics,  that  great  masses  came  which  were  to  make 
the  Australian  labor  movement.  This  was  particularly  so  follow- 
ing the  gold  discoveries.

WHY  ATTACK       H'S 
COMMUNISTS? 

The  "Westralian  Worker"  attacks  Communism  because  the  aims  of  the 
Communist  Party  are  directly  opposed  to  the  aims  of  the  Labor  Party- 
Communism  desires  to  establish  a  dictatorship.  Labor  desires  to  establish 
a  complete  political,  economic  and  social  Democracy.  The  aims  of  Communism 
are,  of  course,  entirely  ridiculous,  and  the  Communist  Party  could  be  regarded 
merely  as  a  figure  of  ridicule  were  it  not  for  two  things:  the  continuous 
attempt  of  the  Communist  Party  to  identify  itself  with  the  Labor  Movement 
and  the  willingness  of  some  within  the  Labor  Movement  to  assist  thei 
Communist  Party  in  this  direction. 

The  Communist  Party  has  for  long  protested  against  the  attacks  of  this 
and  other  Labor  papers.  Latterly  the  protests  of  the  Communists  have  been 
reinforced  by  protests  from  within  the  Labor  Movement.  "Why  attack 
Communists?"  they  ask.  "There  are  only  a  few  of  them,  in  any  case,  and  we 
can  always  deal  with  them  when  we  want  to." 

But  they  never  seem  to  want  to  deal  with  them,  and  Communist 
infiltration  continues. 

Laborites  who  ask  this  question  might  not  be  Communists,  but  they  most 
certainly  are  not  good  Laborites.  Strangely  enough  they  claim  to  be 
progressives,  but  Labor's  progress  over  the  years  has  not  been  achieved  by 
association  with  other  political  parties.  It  has  been  achieved  by  a  rigid 
adherence  to  the  policy  agreed  upon  and  to  the  principles  for  which  Labor 
stands.  And  Communist  policy,  in  the  framing  of  which  rank  and  file 
members  of  the  party  have  no  voice,  bears  no  resemblance  to  the  policy  of 
the  Labor  Party,  and  its  only  principle  is  that  the  end  justifies  the  means. 

Those  who  ask:  "Why  attack  the  Communists?"  are  a  greater  menace 
to  the  Labor  Party  and  to  the  democratic  progress  of  Australia  than  the 
Communist  Party  itself.  They  are  giving  to  Mr.  Menzies  and  his  followers 
the  evidence  of  Communist-Labor  association  that  he  must  have  if  the 
Liberal  Party  is  to  win  at  the  next  elections.  The  selection  of  a  Communist 
in  the  person  of  Mr.  Thornton  to  represent  Australian  workers  overseas  is 
going  to  mean  many  votes  to  the  Liberal  Party  at  the  next  election. 

Every  time  a  Communist  claims  to  speak  on  behalf  of  the  Labor 
Party,  and  many  Communists  are  now  doing  this,  more  votes  are  lost 
to  Labor.  Communist  "support"  is  a  liability  that  Labor  cannot  afford, 
and  Laborites  who  fail  to  take  action  against  Communist  infiltration 
are  selling  the  pass  to  the  enemy. 

And  for  what  are  they  selling  it?  In  some  cases  for  cheap  applause;  in 
other  cases,  because  these  "progressives"  believe  that  they  are  helping  their 
own  individual  progress,  even  to  a  seat  in  Parliament. 

There  Is  only  one  way  of  advancement  in  the  Labor  Movement,  and  that 
way  is  the  straight  way.  The  man  with  a  foot  in  two  camps  might  prospes 
for  a  while,  but  only  for  a  while.  Before  long  there  comes  a  time  when  ha 
must  make  it  clear  where  he  stands.  Many  have  tried  the  crooked  way,  but 
none  has  escaped  the  inevitable  showdown. 

The  place  of  the  person  who  believes  that  Communist  policy  is  as  good 
as  or  better  than  Labor  policy  is  in  the  Communist  Party.  It  is  true  that  in 
that  party  he  has  no  prospect  of  gaining  a  seat  in  Parliament,  but  thi3  Is 
a  sacrifice  he  should  be  prepared  to  make  to  accord  with  his  convictions.  A 
sincere  Communist,  misguided  as  he  must  be,  is  preferable  to  a  man  who  will 
use  the  Labor  Party  as  a  means  of  personal  advancement  while  holding  views 
not  in  accordance  with  Labor  policy.

Communists  are  exhibiting  in  Sydney  the  printing  plant  upon  which  they  illegally  pro- 
duced their  journal,  "Tribune,"  during  the  period  when  their  party  was  under  a  ban  as  an 
unlawful  organisation,  whose  existence  was  prejudicial  to  the  defence  of  the  Commonwealth. 

The  real  nature  and  motives  of  their  policy  during  this  period  can  best  be  illustrated 
by  quotations  from  their  own  publication.

They  were  our  fifth  columnists; 
their  leaders,  like  Sharkey  and 
Miles— who  still  lead  them  to-day- 
were  at  that  time  the  Australian 
Quislings. 

Prom  the  outbreak  of  war  in  Septem- 
ber, 1939,  the  Australian  Communist 
Party  confessed  itself  a  branch  of  the 
Comintern,  and  acted  as  a  Soviet  agent 
Therefore,  when,  some  weeks  after  the 
declaration  of  war.  the  party  received  its 
Instructions  from  Dlmitrov  in  Moscow  to 
sabotage  the  Allied  war  effort,  our  Com- 
munists did  not  hesitate  to  obey. 
After  all,  Russia  and  Germany  were  part- 
ners, and  it  was  the  duty  of  an  Australian 
Communist  to  work  for  our  defeat. 

A  general  policy  of  strikes  and  disruption 
was  adopted,  and  was  intensified  as  British

"Imperialist    War" 

This  first  illegal  issue  Is  typical.  It 
is  devoted  to  the  main  proposition  that 
"the  present  war  of  Britain,  supported  by 
the  United  States,  with  Germany  and 
Italy  is  an  imperialist  war,"  and  it  quotes 
with  approval  the  conclusion  of  the  Nazi 
White  Paper  that  Britain  and  France  were 
the  Imperialists  mainly  responsible.  It 
calls  on  its  supporters  to  disregard  the 
"bleatings  of  the  British  Government, 
which  was  merely  defending  its  Imperial- 
ist loot  against  Italy  and  Germany,"  and 
to  sabotage  our  defence  measures. 

This  issue  reserves,  however,  its  most 
vitriolic  invective  for  those  Australian 
Labour  leaders  who  have  committed  the 
unforgivable  crime  of  supporting  the  war 
effort;  Curtln  is  on  this  account  described 
as  "the  infamous  betrayer  of  the  workers." 
By  contrast.  Communist  praise  is  lavished 
on  the  Nazi  collaborators  in  India  and  the 
Burmese  faction  which  subsequently  be- 
came the  Japanese  puppet  administration 
of  that  country. 

The  party  line  of  July,  1C19,  Is  to  "con- 
duct a  mass  fight  against  conscription, 
withdraw  troops  from  overseas.  Get  the 
A.I.P.  home."  Combined  with  this  is  a 
programme  of  Industrial  disruption  and 
the  fomenting  of  local  discontents.  (Re- 
member that  these  things  were  published 
at  the  time  when  Britain  had  her  back 
to  the  wall:  when  the  Dunkirk  losses  were 
still  unreplaced:  and  when  every  ounce  of 
united  effort  was  needed  to  prevent  the 
Nazis  from  crossing  the  Channel.) 

These  motifs,  thus  announced  in  the 
initial  Issue,  are  developed  in  subsequent 
numbers  of  "Tribune,"  which  unfold  the 
Communist  design  of  assisting  Australia's 
defeat.  Special  emphasis  Is  placed  upon 
the  withdrawal  of  Australian  support  from 
Britain.  "Our  young  working  class  mem- 
bers rightly  feel  that  the  hundreds  of 
millions  of  Europeans  arc  capable  of  beat- 
ing Hitler  without  our  butting  In.  If  these 
Europeans  couldn't,  they  would  not  be 
worth    saving   anyhow"    (August   6,    1940).

In  March, 
1941,  "Tribune"  readers  were  told  that 
"Curtin  speaks  for  Labour  Imperialism, 
for  lackeys  of  the  ruling  class,  who  wear 
a    union    label." 

On  January  27,  1941,  the  story  was  "with 
lies  about  the  cause  of  the  war,  the  Menzies 
and  Curt  ins  try  to  blackmail  the  masses 
into  unity  for  the  war,  into  submission  to 
the  warmongers.  Submission  to  unity 
behind  Churchill  and  Menzies,  Attlee,  and 
Curtin  means  submission  to  war  and  star- 
vation In  the  interests  of  the  rich  glut- 
tons." There  was  said  to  be  no  real 
cause  for  alarm  at  the  Nazi  menace, 
although  "Labour  leaders  squeal  because 
the  masses  refuse  to  become  alarmed  In 
the  way  they  want." 

On  August  27,  1940,  a  threat  of  indus- 
trial disruption  had  been  made.  "The 
working  class  will  not  submit  to  the  labour 
servants  of  the  capitalist  class.  Curtin 
and  Co.  will  either  make  concessions  or. 
find  the  troubles  of  themselves,  as  well  as 
their   masters,   increased." 

"Prepare    For   Strike" 

On  December  8,  1940,  this  war- 
winning  advice  was  as  follows:  "Stop 
buying  War  Savings*  Certificates.  Burst 
up,  the  work-place  group  rackets 
You  need  all  your  wages  for  food, 
clothing,  the  home,  and  the  struggle 
against  profiteers.  Cut  out  overtime,  save 
your  energy  for  the  class  struggle.  Don't 
work  to  get  money  to  hand  over  to  the 
tax  collector.  Prepare  for  strike  action 
if  the  basic  wage  decision  favours  the 
profiteers.  Get  ready  to  strike  next 
January  against  the  taxation  wage  cuts." 

Nor  was  "ritain  forgotten.  In  that  same 
issue,  In  the  worst  '-our  of  London's  agony, 
"Tribune"  jeered  exultantly.

Quite 
a  Fascist  picture,  isn't  it?" 


imperialism."  Or  again,  "Imperialism  is 
the  realty  behind  Roosevelt's  phrases  about 
small  nations,  democracy,  and  freedom, 
behind  the  slogan:  'Aid  short  of  war.'" 

"Tribune"  of  March  29,  1941  (at  the 
time  of  the  visit  of  the  U.S.  Fleet  to 
Sydney)  expressed  disgust  at  the  possi- 
bility of  American'  aid  to  the  Allies. 
"Anticipating  that  the  big  men  behind 
Roosevelt  had  succeeded  with  their  propa- 
ganda and  other  preparations  to  take  the 
States  deeper  into  war,  the  plan  was  to 
land  a  fleet  in  New  Zealand  waters,  and 
another  In  Australian  waters  to  coincide 
with  the  propaganda  about  American  aid 
in  the  'fight  for  liberty,'  etc.,  etc.  The 
fleets  would  provide  a  basis  for  more  In- 
tense propaganda  for  the  sowing  of  more 
illusions  about  the  imperialist  war.  Padden 
and  Curtin  welcome  Roosevelt  aid.  they 
may  need  it  to  defeat  the  people,  who 
cannot  be  deceived  ""forever." 

This  article  concludes  with  references  to 
"Roosevelt's  recent  high-sounding  speech." 
which  is  charmingly  described  as  "the 
speech  of  a  liar,  echoed  throughout  the 
English-speaking  world  by  liars  and 
dupes." 

But  why  go  on?  There  are  hundreds 
of  pages  of  "Tribune"  printed  on  the  illegal 
press,  and  almost  every  one  of  them  up 
till  the  end  of  June.  1941,  is  directed  to 
our  defeat.  In  fact,  they  constitute  a 
definite  plan  for  contributing  to  our 
defeat  by  attacking  our  morale,  alienating 
us  from  our  Allies,  and  reducing  our  fight- 
ing  potential. 

Change    Overnight 

On  June  22,  1941.  "Tribune"  wrote: 
"There  is  not  the  slightest  evidence  In  all 
the  artifices  of  the  enemies  of  the  Soviet 
Union,  who  are  striving  to  drive  a  wedge 
between  the  U.S.S.R.  and  Germany,  that 
relations  are  other  than  friendly  and 
peaceful." 

But  already  Hitler  had  moved  to  the 
offensive,  and  overnight  the  Australian 
Communists  became  war-minded.  How- 
ever, their  leaders  supported  the  war  not 
because  they  wanted  an  Australian  victory, 
but  only  because  they  wanted  a  Soviet 
victory.

Using  Union  funds,  the  Executive  issued  a  sheet  which  distorted  the  issue  and 
covered  us  with  the  usual  abuse,  but  it  did  not  face  the  real  issue. 

(1)  In  the  first  place,  WE  DID  NOT  ATTACK  THE  UNION;  AND  WE  DID 
NOT  ATTACK  THE  WORKING  CLASS  MOVEMENT. 

WE  ATTACKED  THE  COMMOS,  who  are  trying  to  use  the  Union  for  the 
political  aims  of  the  Communist  Party,  and  spending  Union  money  on  phoney 
Commo  organisation,  like  the  Eureka  Youth  League.  Please  te  us.  Comr.ae.. 
why  you  are  so  anxious  to  "review"  the  rule  which  states  that  all  shops  shall  be 
notified  of  the  amount  and  purpose  of  proposed  donations.

Compulsory  union- 
ism, ballot  perversion, 
destruction  of  "mutuality" 
mediums  (incentives,  etc.) 
and  regimentation  of  vote  to 
Socialism,  are  the  instru- 
ments. 


Steps  to  power  follow  four 
channels  —  Worker  Control, 
Money  Credit,  Key  Indus- 
tries, Land  and  Food  Con- 
trol —  converging  at  apex  to 
absolute  control  of  the  indi- 
vidual in  all  avocations. 
Boards,  authorities,  rationing 
are  the  instruments.  A  fear 
complex  descends  on  the 
community  as  reprisals  be- 
come possible.  Share  and 
Land  values  collapse  as  con- 
fiscatory legislation  appears. 


Keep  the  worker  free  —  then 
ALL  are  free.  Worker  appre- 
ciation of  freedom,  expressed 
through  Clean  and  Secret 
Ballots,  is  the  obvious  anti- 
dote to  Socialism.

Why  Coal  is  Scarce  M^ 

Australian  industries  are  operating  at  low  pressure  because  they  can't  get  sufficient  coal. 
^  Yet  the  Coal  Miners'  Federation  boasts  of  record  coal  production ! 

What  is  the  Explanation  ? 

OUTPUT— 

Total  demand  for  black  coal  is  about  16  million  tons  a  year. 

All  time  record  output  was  14.9  million  tons  in  1942.    Output  in  1947  just  failed  to  equal  the  1942  record. 

However,  despite  increased  demand  and  improved  mining  technique,  output  since  1913  has  increased  compara- 
tively little  —  that  year  it  was  12.4  million  tons.    In  1924,  output  was  13.8  million  tons. 

BUT  in  1942  and  1947  the  miners  didn't  work  any  harder;  they  worked  their  ordinary  hours  on  more  of  their 
normal  working  days;  strikes  and  stoppages  were  reduced. 

Because  the  Communist  Party  has  cleverly  exploited  the  difficult  conditions  in  the  industry,  on  an  average  miners 
work  8  days  out  of  their  normal  fortnightly  maximum  of  10  days. 

THEREFORE  if  they  worked  their  normal  full  time,  output  would  rise  to  17  million  tons  per  annum  and  there 
would  be  no  coal  shortage. 

WAGES— 

Wage  rates  in  coal  mining  over  the  years  have  been  considerably  higher  than  in  other  industries,  but  because  of 
intermittent  working,  earnings  have  not. 

In  numerous  wage  and  hours  variations  since  1914  "concessions  have  been  made  to  force,  ....  political  expediency 
appears  to  have  been  their  actuating  motive." 

TRADITIONAL  HATRED— 

The  Coal  Industry  has  a  black  record  of  exploitation,  hatred  and  discontent  and  the  Communist  Party  has  exploited 
this  traditional  situation. 

Commissar  Ernie  Thornton,  writing  in  the  "Communist  Review"  of  July  1948  said: — 

"The  policy  of  the  Ironworkers'  Union  is  decided  in  consultation  with  the  Communist  Party  .  .  .  but  the  Party  does 

not  appear  as  the  Communist  Party  to  the  members  of  the  Union  ....  the  achievements  of  our  (Party)  leadership 

are  credited  to  individuals  and  not  to  the  Party.    The  same   thing   in   many  ways   applies  to  the   ....   Miners' 

Federation." 

So  at  last  the  Communist  Party  boasts  of  its  control  over  the  Coal  Miners'  Federation. 

JOINT  COAL  BOARD— 

The  Reds  continue  to  criticise  and  blame  the  coal  owners  for  conditions  in  the  coal  industry.  It  is  true  the  owner? 
have  a  lot  to  answer  for,  but  today  their  power  has  been  drastically  limited  by  the  Joint  Coal  Board. 

Also  responsibility  for  70%  of  the  coal  being  tied  up  in  the  "pillars"  must  be  shared  by  the  New  South  Wales 
Mines  Department. 

The  Joint  Coal  Board  set  up  under  legislation  by  the  Commonwealth  and  New  South  Wales  Labor  Governments 
is  today  the  controlling  force  in  the  coal  industry. 

The  Communists  choose  to  ignore  this  and  keep  harking  back  to  the  past.  At  the  same  time,  they  are  determined 
to  discredit  the  Coal  Board.  IN  LESS  than  two  years  of  operation,  the  Board  has  stepped  up  mechanisation,  developed 
open  cut  mines,  provided  amenities,  particularly  health  services,  curbed  the  owners,  and  arranged  the  distribution  of. 
coal  produced. 

The  Board,  representing  the  public,  stands  between  owners  and  men.  The  Miners'  Federation  in  the  last  resort- 
would  do  anything  rather  than  have  the  Governments   abolish  the  Board. 

SUBSTITUTES  FOR  BLACK  COAL— 

Already  the  grip  of  the  New  South  Wales  miners  on  Australia  is  being  weakened.  Victoria,  Queensland  and 
South  Australia  are  making  themselves  independent.  Brown  Coal  output  has  increased  to  50%  of  the  total  black  coal 
figure. 

Hydro-electric  schemes  are  under  way.  Fuel  economies  resulting  from  improved  technique  in  using  coal,  are  reduc- 
ing the  demand  for  black  coal. 

These  measures  will  help  to  nullify  the  Communist  Party's  activities,  particularly  its  policy  in  preventing  coal 
reserves  being  accumulated  so  as  to  hold  the  public  to  ransom,  to  sabotage  Australia's  production  and  so  weaken  Austra- 
lia as  an  important  member  of  the  Western  democracies.

they  are  organizing  against   the  callous  indifference   to  the  position  of  woman  and 
her  problems. 

In  1936-38  large  numbers  of  women  took  part    in  strikes   for  the  recognition  of 
the   industrial  union;   many  joined  the  unions;    there  were  outstanding  women's  demon- 
strations for   jobs  on  WPA  projects;   Negro  and   white  women  united  on  picket  lines, 
demanding  jobs  for  Ilegro  women;    in  a  number  of  cities,   largo  numbers   of  Negro  women, 
through  their  organizations  have  become  part  of  a  united  movement  for  jobs  for 
Negro  young  women;  housewives   sent  brigades,  to  Washington,    demanding  increased  bud- 
gets for  the  unemployed;    the  activities  of  the  wives  of  auto  and  steel  workers  in 
support  of   trade  unions  is  known  nationally.      The  new  trade  union  auxiliaries  are 
a  result   of  this  mass  activity.      The  demonstrations  and  the  picketing  of  house- 
wives against   increased  prices  for  meat,   milk,   bread,    rents  and  increased  gas  rates 
is  outstanding.      The  League  of  Women  Shoppers,    a  middle  class  women's  organization 
has   increased  its  organization  in  20  cities  as  a  result  of   its  active   support   of 
the  labor  movement,   and  its  monthly  magazine. 

These  activities  of  the  women  are  all  part   of   the  developing  progressive  move- 
ment  today. 

Other  manifestations  of  women's  part   in  the  developing  progressive  movement, 
are   the  women's  anti-silk  peace  parades;    their  ever  widening  activities  in  the 
boycott  of  Japanese  goods;   mother's  peace  day  parades  and  peace  mass  meetings, 
which  in  1938  have  taken  on  a  mass   character,   making  the  communities  peace  con- 
scious and  arousing  the  community  to  the   necessity  for  aid  to  mother  and  child; 
the  united  people's  conferences  against   the  high  cost  of  living,    the  united  move- 
ment  talcing  in  nearly  the  whole   community   (in  Faterson,   N.J.)   around  issues  of 
interest  to   working  mothers;    the  broad  women's  movements   for  women' s^ and  children's 
all  day  clinics;   the   women's  activities   in  support  of  democratic  Spain  —  the  mass 
women's  delegation  to  Washington  demanding  the  lifting  of   the  embargo  and  the 
many  sided  women's  activity  in  support  of  the   O'Connell  peace  bill,    the  day  of 
fasting  in  support  of  loyalist  Spain  by  the  women  delegates  to   the  YWCA  convention. 

A   series  of   national   conventions  of  mass  women's   organizations  held   in  1938 
made  keynote   speeches  against  fascism  and  for  democracy.     The  Y.7CA  convention 
stressed  that  Christians  must  block  fascism  in  the  USA;    that  Nazism  in  Germany 
could  have  been  avoided  by  unity  of  the  people;    the  League   of   Women  Voters  Con- 
vention stressed  the  need  to  preserve  democracy.      Convention  speeches  were  pub- 
licized attacking  the  reactionary  Supreme  Court  and  supporting  the  Reorganization 
Bill.'     The   convention  of  the  General  Federation  of  Women's  Clubs,    representing 
nearly  two  million  members,    decided  to   conduct  community  welfare  work  around 
health  and  other   such  issues,    as  part   of    the  human  democratic  rights  of   the  people. 
The  Jewish  women's  organizations  convention  stressed  that  not  Communism,  but 
fascism   is   the  danger  today.      Over  30  women's  organizations   in  13  southern  states, 
some  representing  the  entire  South,    and  entire  States   in  the  South,    adopted  reso- 
lutions" against  lynchings.     An  anti-fascist   note  was  heard  even  in  the  CAR  con- 
vention,  when  President  Roosevelt   reminded  the  delegates  that    our  forefathers 
threw  off  a  fascist  yoke.     Even  here,    there  is  a  growing  sentiment  against  fascism,

FOR  PHE-CONVENTION  DISCUSSION  OF  N.  Y.  PARTY  ORGANIZATION 


This  resolution  was  adopted  after  a 
report  on  the  Jewish  question  by  the  New 
York  State  Jewish  Buro,  C.  P.,  to  the 
New  York  State  Committee,  Communist 
Party,  and  following  a  comprehensive 
discussion  by  the  members  of  the  N.  Y. 
State  Committee. 

THE  GROWTH  of  fascism  is  a 
threat  to  the  immediate  existence 
of  millions  of  Jews  throughout  the 
world.  Anti-Semitism  today  is  an 
integral  part  of  every  fascist  move- 
ment in  every  capitalist  country  (even 
in  countries  with  very  few  Jews) 
and  the  growth  of  reaction  has 
brought  untold  misery  and  hardships 
to  the  Jews  of  the  world.  The  place 
of  anti-Semitism  in  the  fascist  sys- 
tem is  clearly  recognized  by  the  Com- 
munist International  in  its  listing  of 
the  following  characteristics  of  fas- 
cism: 

"It  is  a  system  that  resorts  to  a 
peculiar  form  of  social  demagogy 
(anti-Semitism,  occasional  sorties 
against  usurers'  capital  and  gestures 
of  impatience  with  the  parliamentary 
'talking  shop')  in  order  to  utilize 
the  discontent  of  the  petty  bourgeois- 
sie,  the  intellectuals  and  other  strata 
of  society."     {Program  of  the  C.  I.) 

The  struggle  for  the  rights  of  the 
Jewish  people  which  are  menaced  by 
fascism  is  organically  linked  with  the 
struggle   against  fascism.     To   fulfill 


our  vanguard  role  and  to  carry  out 
our  struggle  against  ALL  forms  of 
the  fascist  offensive  and  of  national 
oppression  it  is  imperative  for  us  to 
fight  a  major  expression  of  fascism, 
anti-Semitism.  Passivity  to  the  strug- 
gle against  anti-Semitism  and  the 
fight  for  the  rights  of  the  Jews  is 
objective  support  to  fascism. 

A3  a  result  of  the  international 
offensive  against  the  Jews  the  Jewish 
people  today  are  the  natural  enemies 
of  fascism  and  can  be  readily  mobil- 
ized into  the  anti-fascist  front.  With 
correct  directives  the  Jewish  people 
can  play  a  great  role  in  the  formation 
of  the  People's  Front  in  the  U.  S.  A. 
and  a  major  role  in  New  York. 

The  two  and  a  quarter  million  Jews 
in  New  York,  participating  to  a  great 
degree  in  the  labor  movement  and  in 
the  political  life  of  the  city,  are  an 
influential  force.  There  cannot  be 
any  successful  democratic  and  pro- 
gressive movement  in  New  York  with- 
out the  support  of  at  least  a  substan- 
tial part  of  the  Jewish  population. 
We  cannot  win  the  support  of  the 
Jews  for  any  movement,  however, 
without  an  understanding  of  their 
problems  as  a  national  group  and 
without  extending  our  help  to  the 
Jews  in  their  struggle  against  anti- 
Semitism  and  national  oppression.
